U.S. Chemical Safety Board

The CSB's reporting rule requires
prompt reports to the CSB from
owners or operators of facilities that
experience an accidental release of a
regulated substance or extremely
hazardous substance that results in a
death, serious injury or substantial
property damage.




You are required to report an accidental release within
eight hours of a qualifying event (40 C.F.R. §1604) in one
of three ways:

1. Contact the CSB by telephone at 202-261-7600 and answer a
series of questions

2. Fill out and submit a form with appropriate response to the CSB
by email to report@csb.gov

3. If you have submitted a report to the National Response Center for
the same incident under CERCLA, email the CSB with the NRC
report identification number, no CSB form required
